SAYS AUDITOR OF STATE DONAHEY 


Before the joint tax committeevof the Ohio Gen- 


eral Assembly on February 3, 1919, Auditor of State 
Bonahey saicl: 


I BELIEVE ALL CHURCH PROPERTY SHOULD 


BE TAXEO. 


Auditor of State Donahey is the leader of the forces oppos- 


ing the adoption of the amendment providing1 for the classifica- 
tion of property for taxation. 
He recognizes, more than any 


other man in the state of Ohio, perhaps, the necessity of find- 
ing new sources of tax revenue to fill the deficit amounting to 
millions of dollars, in present revenues, and to provide for the 
additional revenues required by the steadily increasing cost of 
administering government, state and local. 


In not-one state in the Union in which classification is in 


force and effect has it been found necessary to levy a tax on 
houses of worship, or charitable, or public institutions. Classi- 
fication, if adopted by Ohio, will bring to the tax duplicate 
more than fifteen billions of dollars of intangible property and 
increase the revenues to such an extent that not only would it 
be unnecessary to levy a tax against churches and other 
classes of prdperty now exempted but would make it possible 
to reduce the tax at present assessed on land and homes and 
other forms of tangible, immovable property. 


If the Classification Amendment is defeated how shall the 


necessary increased tax revenues be procured? 
Mr. Donahey 


says, "Tax church property." 
And he said further, in his 


statement to the Joint Tax Committee, that he is in favor of 
taxing all othe'r property now exempt—public and parochial 
schools, lodges, charitable institutions and public buildings. 


Churches and schools cannot be taxed if Classification is 


adopted; burying grounds and charitable institutions and pub- 
lic buildings cannot be taxed if Classification is adopted.
